Twoor three think it would be 
an ungracious thing not to nominate General 
Keifer, while several say that if a| vote for 
him is to be regarded as an indorsement of 
his course respecting the official sten- 
ographers at a time when the republicans as 
a party were supporting the civil service act 
they cannot vote for him. 

THE DPMOGRATS. 

Of the seventy nine democrats who re- 
sponded to the inquiries, fifty-one favor a 
reopening of the tariff question next winter, 
four are opposed to it, and the remainder are 
pun-committal. Gne Maryland representative 
opposes a renewal of the tariff agitation be- 


_cause he fears its effect-cn the democratic 


party; one New York representative takes the 
same ground, because he thinks that to re- 
open the question would not promote the 
good of the country; and two oppose it on 
the ground that the attempt would be futile. 
-Several suggest that they cannot make up 
their minds until the ‘aggregate wisdom of 
the democratic party’ in caucus assembled 
has been brought to bear cpon the subject. 
Of the seventy-nixe representatives, sixty- 
three are Opposed to a repeal of the compul- 
-sory provisions of the silver coinage act, four 
fewor it and twelve express no opinion. Sev- 
fayor ot unlimited coinage of 
silver. As to the speakership, twenty-one 
-@xpress a preference fer Carlisie, eleven for 8. 
8. Cox, eight for Randall and two for Spring- 
-er, while thirty-seven are non-committal. 
Many of the thirty seven say they have not 
yet madeachoice. About one balf of the

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Dr. E. C. Hood Draws a Check for 31,000 -Filattering 
Gutiook forthe Endowment Fund, 
From the Columbus 5un., 

Yesterday we met Rey. A. B. Campbell, 
who had a broad smile on his face. He natur- 
ally wears an expression of good humer and 
always appears as though he has just heard 
some good news. He seemed unusually so 
yesterday, and when we began to inquire if 
anything good was afloat, he answered by 
shaking a check in our face and said: 

‘It’s good for one thousand dollars. Dr. E. 
C. Hood has just given me this to place it to 
the endowment fund of Mercer university. 
He promised it conditionally some time ago, 
but realizing the importance of the institu- 
tion he withdrew all the conditions, wrote the 
check for the money, and here it is,”’ 

‘‘Have you any more such checks?’ 
ied the scribe. 

‘Well, not axactly such checks; but I’ve 
got a few promises that are almost it not quite 
as good as the money. Light here in Colum- 
bus [ met a gentleman, this morning, who 
told me that whenever 1 wanted a hundred 
dollars to call at the bank, where he had left 
instructions for the cashier to pay it to me. 
Others have made me very liberal promises, 
and there are three or four others in the city 
whom I hope will give me a thousand dollars 
each. Small favors are heartily appreciated, 
however, if it is not but a dollaror half that 
amount.’’ 

“No oneelse hasgiven youacheck fora 
thousand ?”’ 
‘‘No; but I have every reason to believe that 
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there are several who will doso. There area 
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few men in southwest Georgia who contem- 
plate aiding liberally in the endowment fund, 
and some of them will give at leasta thousand 
dollars.”’

Jackson, J.—1l. There was no 
overruling the motion for new trial 
first six grounds thereof. 

2. There was no abuse of discretion in 
granting the new trial on the ground that the 
verdict was contrary to evidence. 

(a.) Especially so, as it is not clear from the 
record what relation the complainant bore to 
the Gwinnett Manufacturing company during 
the transactions which resulted in the misap- 
plication of the proceeds of a sufficiency of 
the property to have paid the Maltbie debt; 
whether he «asstill a member of the com- 
pany, its president or legal adviser; and to 
what extent, if at.all, he is implic ated in the 
misapplication of assets, acting in any one of 
those positions 

2. If Camp, being a corporator and director, 
individually or in connection with others, 
got possession of enough of the assets of the 

company to pay the Malthie debt, he became 
a trustee and custodian of that fund to pay 
the debts of the company, and if instead of 
so doing, he appropriated the funds, alone or 
in connection with others, to make money 
for himself and the others. he cannot make 
Simmons, his co-security, contribute to the 
payment of the debt by re-imbursing him, 
unless Simmons participated in its misap- 
plication also in the character of a corporator 
and director and thus also a trustee, or ad- 
vised the misapplication as counsel.

THE REV. DR. HOUGHTON AGAIN. 


Defending the Sermon in which he Accused Lewis ot 
the Murder of Rose Ambler. 

NEw HAVEN, October 2.—The Rey. Dr. M. H. 
Houghton, whose sermoa on Sunday last, charging 
William Lewis with the murder of Rose Clark Am- 
bler, has been so universally condemned, preached 
again to-night on the same subject. He reiterated 
his belief that Lewis is the culprit, and argued at 
length as to the right of a preacher to introduce 
such subjects into pulpit discourses. ‘The Voice of 
the Pulpit—A Reply to my Critics’’ was his subject. 
The church of Messiah wascrowded with listeners. 
His text was from the fourth chapter of Timotay II: 

Preach the word; beiustantin season, out of sea- 
son; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long su ffer- 
ing and doctrine. 

He began by saying he had no thought or in- 
tention last Sunday night of lighting a torch in 
the form ofasermon destined to set the press of 
the country on fire, but it would seem that the 
blaze has extended from one end of the land to the 
other. Henow desired to discuss what he con- 
ceived to be the true office of the Christian minis- 


ter, and to show the folly, to say nothing of the 
th.tt discourse. He then said: 

Wh" I said that I believed William Lewis mur- 
dered Rett Ambler, it was not spoken to create a 
sensation, dh how it did it, in consideration of the 
fact that nearly all the leading daily papers had 
hinted, if uot openly declared, the same opinion, is 
more than ITean understand. My belief was notb- 
ing new. It wer; by common consent that Lewis 
was probably the guilty man. say probably, and 
that was all f expremed last Sunday night. My ob- 
ject in saying that war Ot to foster public opsnion, 
es that was quite wel! formed already, put to go 
back tothe factof the murder and look into the 
life of this man whois under suspicion, and see if 
there is any good reason for thinking he might be 
the murderer because of a shameful lack of moral 
principles and virtuous instincts which alone mark 
the career of the upright, and to draw a lesson 
from his experience that might be beneficial | 
those on the way to ruin. Did I sueceed in i 
pressing such a.lesson? I think so, upon you 
heard me. but the abstraets of that sermon, pre 
pared in great haste, contain only the introduction. 
Let me, then, for the benefit of the press, paint 
the picture over again. 

Here is William. Lewis, a man in comfortable cir 
cumstances, engaged tomarry the lady of his choice.

RUDESHEIM, October 1.—The Germania monu- 
ment, which was unveiled at Niederwald, in the 
presence ofa great crowd of persons, who came 
from all parts of the empire, besides the German 
prince and princess, the mayors of Hamburg, Bre- 
men and Lubeck, and nearly every prominent per- 
son connected with the military and civil govern- 
ment. Theinscription uponitsays: “In memory 
of the uuanimous and victorious rising of the Ger- 
man people, and the re-establishment of the Ger- 
man empire—1870-1871.”’ 

Emperor William repeatedly expressed his thanks 
to the committee having charge of the festival for 
their excellent arrangement upon the oc.asion. 
U pon his return to this city he met wiih a hearty te- 
ception from the people, and at a banquet drank to 
the prosperity of the town. ‘The following is the 
text of the Emperor William's speecb at tne Nieder 
wald unveiling: When Providence desires to signify 
its will with regard to mighty events upon the 
earth, it selects the time, countries and Instruments 
to accomplish its purpose. The years of 1570 and 
1871 were a time when such purpose was in- 
dicated. Our threatened Germany arose in its 
love for the fatherland as one man and with the 
princess at the head stood in arms as the in- 
strument. The Almighty conduc‘ed these arms 
after sanguinary conflicts from victory to victory, 
and United Germany takes its place in the histor) 
of the world. Millions of hearts have raised their 
prayers to God and given Him humble thanks, 
oraising Him for esteeming us worthy of accom- 
plishing His will. Germany to he remotest time 
desires to give constant expression to this feeling 
of gratitude. In this sense the monument Stand- 
ing before us was erected In the words spoken at

colony of prairie bats. Under the light of the torch 
the massseemed to melt away, and for atime the 
place was literally alive with the bats fiying and 
piping in every direction. After a time they gath- 
ered like a swarm of bees; alittle knot of bats 
fastened themselves upon the roof of the cave, and 
the others gradually settled upon them until all 
were once more suspended from the ceiling. What 
seems truly wonderful about themn when they are 
gathered is that the weight of the whole is support- 
ed by the few that settle first; and how those in the 
center mange to avoid being smothered isa ques- 
tion an ornithologist may answer. 

COLONIES OF BATS. 

Several bundred yards further on the passage 
gradually broadened into an immense chamber: 
and here the colonies of bats became so numerous 
that considerable caution was required to keep 
from bringing a cluster of them to the ground. 
While in this chamber the torches gave evidence of 
burning out, and not desiring to beleftin the 
darkness to grope their way among the colonies of 
bats the party beat a hasty retreat. The bats issu- 
ing from the cave at dusk present the appear- 
ance of an enormous spiral column of smoke ris- 
ing out of the ground, and those who have wit- 
nessed the singular sight say that it requires fully 
an hour for them to complete 
their nocturnal exodus. About a mile 
to the east of the cave, on. the western 
bank of the Rio Fiio, and near the cattle ranch of 
Mr. Albert Myers, are the ruins of an old powder 
mill, erected and operated by confederate sympa- 
thizers during the late war. An old settler stated 
that during the first years of the war a great 
quantity of powder was manufactured here. The 
saltpeter was obtained from bat guano taken from 
the cave, and guerrillas and several confederate 
regiments received quantities of powder from this 
mill until the federal troops took possession of Fort 
Inge, two miles below Uvalde, on the Leona river 
when the powder mill and bat cave were abandoned 
To transport the guano from the bat cave to the mil 
on the river a drove of Mexican burrors (asses) 
were employea—the ground between the two places 
being too rough to admit of wagons being used. 
The burrors were taken down into the cave, loaded 
with large sacks of the guanoand then driven back 
to the mill. These sturdy littie animals, although 
no larger than good sized Newfoundland dogs carry 
almost incredibie loads. Mr. Myers stated that he 
had seen them stagger bravely along under im- 
mense pack until a halt would be called, when 
they were pretty apt to lie down with the load. 
When time came again for starting, however, they

IGNITED BAT GUANO. 

Some time since the guano inthe cave became 
in some inexplicable way ignited, and a fire raged 
in the subterranean chambers for nearly a year. 
Singularly enough the bats continued to inhabit 
This 
fire, itis claimed, demonstrated as a fact an idea 
that has long been entertained among the people 
here, that there are other outlets tothe eave: for 
although the fire was atsome distance back from 
its mouth smoke would pour outin dense volumes 
at ti es. and bluish flames be visible at night; at 
other times neither fiames nor smoke was to be 
seen. The impression prevails that this could not 
have been the case unless there. was a_ strong 
draught from the outlets to the cave, and when the 
wind was from the east or toward the Rio Frio en- 
trance, thesmoke was driven into the cave and es- 
caped in some other direction. The other outlets 
however, have never been located, though many 
claim one of them to be on the -western slope ofa 
hill in theeanon of the Dry Frio, a distance of 
seven or more miles. 

Rather a humorous incident was related by Mr. 
Myers of a party of Englishmen who were prospect- 
ing for silver in the vicinity of the eave when it was 
on fire. One day the party madea hurried descent 
upon his ranch and breathless'y informed him that 
they had discovered ‘‘a narsty volcano! a reg'lar 
bloody beastof athing, by Gawge’’’ Mr. Myers, 
who is much given to joking, told them thatthe 
bat cave was 4a minature Vesuvius, saying that it 
would soon be time for a natural. pyrotechnical 
display. whieh, if they so minded, would be an in- 
teresting sight for them to witness. When he added 
thatany activity on the pastof the ‘'volecano’’ was 
usually preceded by an earthquake, one of them 
suddenly remembered to have feltaslight shock 
that very morning. 

They returned to theircamp much exercised in 
mind over the phenomena supposed to be forth- 
coming, and when Mr. Myers went over in the 
evening to allay their apprehensions and explain 
he found they had struck campand were gone, He 
had informed them on a previous occassion that in 
TeXas it was found necessary to renew the seed of 
Irish potatoes every three years, as afier that time, 
through the sacchriferous nature of the soil they 
became sweet potatoes.

The next rooms 
were occupied by Doctors H. F. Scott and A. 
S. Dyar and the rear rooms were occupied by 
Mrs. Foy asa dressmaking establishment. 
The two doctors became aware of the 
nearness of the fire and prepared to 
leave the building, but on opening their hail 
door they found the hall as black as night 
and the smoke blowing up the steps like fury. 
The door was closed, and they turned their 
attention to the side of the building overlook- 
ing Wheat street. Almost instantly a gust of 
wind sent acioud of smoke around the corner, 
and from that time the building was en- 
veloped in smoke. Mrs. Foy is in New York. 
and two of her young lady assist- 
ants, Misses Jennie Brown and Carrie 
Sheltoma, were in the dressmakers’ room 
with Mrs. M. J. Ivy who had gone there to 
give some instructions about making a dress. 
They saw smoke and started oui only to find 
the smoke in the hallway so dense that they 
could not get out through it. In the excite- 
ment they were screaming ‘‘save us! save us!”’ 
and two of them ran into Dr. Dyar’s office. 
Miss Jennie Brown got lost in the smoke and 
went into another room and fell fainting on 
the floor. She struck her face on 
the floor and bruised it and which 
it was supposed revived her, The ladies wan- 
ted to Jump out but were prevented. One 
negro nan sprang to the sidewalk from the 
second story and alittle boy named Buzbee 
was hangingon bya window sill and was 
aught by Dr. Scott and pulled back. To add 
to the excitement it was discovered that a 
blind man nauied Helper was among those on 
theSecond floor. In spite of the great ex- 
citement however, thé ladies were kept in the 
rooms until Chief Ryan and Meéssrs. Leach 
and Watkins of the hook and 
ladder company could put up 
ladders and take them out. In that way 
they all escaped without injury of a serious 
character. The scenes described were dra- 
matic in the extremeand asa strong armed 
fireman wouid beara, lady safely to the 
ground the crowd would send upa hearty 
cheer, ;

FIGHTING TdE FIRE, 

As soon as thie fire was discovered the alarm 
was turned on and the reels an trucks left 
the houses on the second tap of the bell. 
There was not a second’'s delay. The reels 
ran tothe spot and one hose was attached to 
a Peachtree street hydrant, to play on the 
front, and another was placed on Pryorstreet. 
to play on the rearof the building. This 
work was done by the foreman, while Chief 
Ryan and the hook and ladder men were res- 
cuing the women. The water yas turned 
on and, to the horror of the firemen. an 
impotent stream with no force whatever, 
spluttered out and fella few feet from the 
nozzles, There was no pressure whatever be- 
yond the usual domestic pressure. The en- 
gines had come on, but as it is the uni- 
versal custom to use the water works at first, 
they were not steamed up. The order was 
given to steam up, and Chief Ryan turnedon 
a second alarm, thinking that the engineers at 
the waterworks must have not noticed the 
firstalarm, These delays occupied about fif- 
teen minutes, and in the meantime the fire 
was burning rapidly. At the expiration of 
that time there was plenty of water, and it 
was used to good advantage, Streams were 
furnished by engines and the waterworks. 
When the crowd saw the water fail at the 
commencement of the fire a general feeling 
of disgust was plainly seen, and much fear 
was felt for the safety of the 
buildings in the neighborhood. Luckily, 
however, the three floors occupied by How- 
ard & Candler were enclosed in fireproof 
walls and the tfire’s work was confined to that 
part of the block, barring some damage to the 
fronts of the stores oh each side, the one at 
to by Clark, Thompson «& Co., hardware, 
and the one at 49 by George E. King & Co., 
hardware. The fronts of those stores were 
damaged as were their stocks to some extent. 

THE LOSSES. 

The losses will reach fully fifty thousand 
dollars and will perhaps go higher. ‘The loss 
on the stock of Howard & Candler-was a little 
more than forty thousand. The firm had an 
insurance of thirty thousand five hundred, 
one thousand of which wasin the Atlanta 
Home. The building was a part of the F. A. 
Williams estate. It was insured for $3,500 
and was damaged several thousand dollars. 

The firm of George E. King & Co., at 49 
lost considerably, but their losses have not 
been assessed. They were insured. 

Clark, Thompson & Co., lost slightly. F. 
M. Jack lost only a few dollars by the removy- 
al of some goods before he reached the spot. 
Dr. Dyar, Dr. Scott, and Mrs. Foy all had 
slight losses. Mrs. Foy and Dr. Scott were 
insured. 

Mr. Richards, superintendent of the water 
works, says the first alarm that-was telegraph- 
ed the waterworks did not reach there, as 
the instrument at the works was out of order. 
The second alarm, fifteen minutes later, got 
there, and was quickly responded to, and a 
sufficient pressure was secured almost in- 
stantly.
